Judge Allen M. S teanie, acting on 
a request of M rs H enrietta G arrett 
Ferguson, nam esake of th e widow’ 
and a dau g h ter of an A tlantic City, 
New Jersey, physician, Friday a u th ­ 
orized the ofiening of th e grave in 
Laurel Hill cem etery. 
Mrs. Ferguson claim ed th a t she 
had w itnessed a later will th a n the 
one dated in 1921 w hich distributed 
only $82,500 of th e vast estate and 
was offered for probate. 
She says she w itnessed a will by 
Mr 
G arrett m ade in 1924. A nother 
witness was a Negro m aid. C arthage 
Churchville, who since h as died. 
Mrs. Ferguson who w as a large 
beneficiary under th e earlier will, 
argued th a t C arthage m ight have 
hidden the will m ade in 19*24 in the 
coffin of Mrs. G arrett,
